The friendly tone we acknowledge, 
but the declaration that the sinking 
of the Lusitania was unparalleled in 
modern warfare seems opposed to the 
character of upright friendship.” 
“Torpedoing Will Go On.” 
Rundschau defends the sinking 
of the Lusitania and in conclusion, 
declares: “And the watchword is: ‘The 
torpedoing will go on.” 

The Kreuz Zeitung emphasizes Ger- 
many’s right to prevent the shipment 
of ammunition to an enemy by every 
means. It also is unable to see What 
England can offer in return for the 
abandonment of the submarine cam- 
paign, “since the plan to starve Ger- 
many has finally failed.” 

Count yon Reventlow in The Tages 
Zeitung says: “If President Wilson 
persists in his refusal to recognize 
the German declaration of war zone, 
we are not able to conceive of ah 
agreement, or even a real understand- 
ing.”

Count von Reventlow adds:
